Jack W. Denis of Nashville, Tenn., was re¬ 
elected president of the National Association of 
Thoroughbred Breeders at the organization’s an¬ 
nual meeting of directors. Grant Dorland was 
named vice-president and treasurer, and Miss 
Rebecca Edwards, who has been doing the secre¬ 
tarial work for the association, was made execu¬ 
tive secretary. 

After the directors had passed an amendment 
providing for regional vice presidents, the fol¬ 
lowing were elected: Eastern, Carl Rose of Ocala, 
Fla.; Central, Dr. Eslie Asbury of Cincinnati; 
Rocky Mountain, M. R. Latimer of Denver, and 
Western, Hal C. Ramser of Los Angeles. 

During his review of the association’s 1950 
activities, President Denis suggested that an 
award be made by the NATB to the breeder of 
the best two-year-old of 1951, and the idea was 
adopted by the directors. Publisher J. Samuel 
Perlman said the Daily Racing Form would be 
happy to select the individual to get the trophy. 
It also was decided to give an award to the breed¬ 
er of the best two-year-old in each state where 
the NATB is represented. 

On recommendation of Dorland the associa¬ 
tion decided to continue its present scholarship 


program with at least 10 to be given out next 
year. Each will be worth $400. 

The directors also passed a resolution thank¬ 
ing The Lexington Herald-Leader, Horsemen’s 
Journal, the Blood-Horse, the Thoroughbred 
Record, Charles Hatton, Oscar Otis and Nelson 
Dunstan of the Daily Racing Form and each of 
the magazines published by the various state 
breeders’ associations "For the generous amount 
of space which they have devoted to this associa¬ 
tion and the program it has sponsored.” 

Directors present at the conclave were: T. C. 
Piatt and Dorland, Thoroughbred Club of 
America; Froome Barbour and Dr. Eslie Asbury, 
Ohio Valley Thoroughbred Club; Humphrey 
Finney and Larry MacPhail, Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association; D. Elmo Jordan, Illinois 
Thoroughbred Breeders Association; M. R. Lati¬ 
mer, Colorado Thoroughbred Breeders Associa¬ 
tion; Wathen Knebelkamp, Kentucky Thorough¬ 
bred Breeders Association; Hal Ramser, Cali¬ 
fornia Thoroughbred Breeders Association, and 
Denis, Thoroughbred Club of Tennessee. 

Representing a new member of the NATB 
was Nick Saegmuller of the Virginia Horse¬ 
men’s Association, and a guest was Clinton 
Alves of the Washington Thoroughbred Breed¬ 
ers Association.

The Racing Scene: Laurel Sold

Sale of the majority stock in Laurel Race 
Course took the spotlight from actual racing 
last month. Morris Schapiro, long identified with 
racing in various other tracks, was the purchaser 
with the Maryland Jockey Club making the sale. 

The transaction amounted to 6,710 shares of 
stock in Laurel Race Course out of 10,000 in 
existence and thus Schapiro gains control of the 
track. The Maryland Jockey Club, which had 
bought the plant from the Butlers of New York 
in 1947, thus liquidated another of its holdings 
with a view to devoting its entire resources to 
the rebuilding of the Pimlico course in Balti¬ 
more. 

Neither party in the deal gave out any in¬ 
formation on the amount of money involved 
and the estimates of newspapermen covering 
the story ranged all the way from $1,100,000 to 
$2,000,000. Your guess is as good as mine on 
the amount involved so I’ll not bore you with 
my own estimate of the sum. 

What Marylanders were interested in was the 
future of Laurel now that the Pimlico manage¬ 
ment has yielded its control to another party. 
And from all indications, there is no cause for 
worry or alarm. Maybe I’m getting out on a limb 
by predicting that Maryland racing will be just 
as strong if not stronger but that is the setup 
as I see it. 

First of all I doubt that the new management 
of Laurel will make any drastic change in the 
normal plan of operation for the tracks in the 
State. Maryland, as a whole, is in no position for 
experimentation, what with strong rivalry from 
New Jersey ovals with which to contend. 

That means that all four of the major tracks 
in the State will have to work together, whether 
they like it or not. Morris Schapiro has been too 
keen a businessman in his other pursuits, not to 
realize that and I think he’d be the first to agree 
that complete cooperation is necessary if Mary¬ 
land is to maintain its place among the top rac¬ 
ing sections of the country.

The buyer of Laurel already has announced 
that his son, John, will be the new president of 
the track and thus handle his father’s interest in 
the association. John has been a member of the 
board of directors at Pimlico for some time, 
where his father is one of the large stockholders, 
so racetrack operation will not be a new or 
strange experience for him. 

Naturally the new management at Laurel be¬ 
lieves that it can conceive and execute ways and 
means of increasing business at the track halfway 
between Baltimore and Washington. There is 
nothing unusual in such a theory and it does 
not necessarily constitute criticism of the pre¬ 
vious management. Every man has an idea of 
how he’d run a racetrack if he had one and it is 
seldom, indeed, that two will have exactly the 
same views. 

Morris Schapiro also has announced that he 
is firmly in favor of maintaining a purse and 
stake scale which will attract top horses to Laurel, 
and that too, may be taken as an indication that 
he and his son plan to ' play ball” with the other 
tracks in the over-all effort to make Maryland 
racing attractive enough to withstand opposition 
in other quarters. 

That the Schapiros will make some changes at 
Laurel goes without saying. While it is true that 
a Government building ban will prevent any 
immediate structural alterations, the father-son 
combination is thinking in terms of the future. 
Among their ideas is one for a clubhouse, sepa¬ 
rate from the present modern grandstand, and 
atop this new clubhouse, a Turf Club similar to 
those at Belmont, Delaware, Santa Anita and 
Hollywood. 

According to the best information available, 
shortly after the Pimlico fall meeting, the pres¬ 
ent officers and directors of Laurel will all sub¬ 
mit their resignations to the new controlling 
interests and there will then be a reorganization 
of the board. Since the Schapiros have been rep- 
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resented at Pimlico, it is entirely possible that 
some of the Pimlico officials may still be included 
in the group of officers but that is something 
only the meeting will develop. Rigan McKinney 
probably is the second largest stockholder in 
Laurel at the present time. 

Meanwhile the Government ban on the build¬ 
ing of any sort of places of amusement or recrea¬ 
tion put a crimp in Pimlico’s rebuilding program 
and just what will be the outcome, insofar as the 
so-called building fund is concerned, is in the 
lap of the attorney-general or the State Legis¬ 
lature. 

Pimlico, as most of you know, was well along 
in making plans for a thorough rebuilding of 
the ancient plant. Architects had been busy since 
August, after numerous excursions to view other 
modern racing establishments, trying to work 
into Pimlico’s layout the best features of each. 

Then, just about a month before Pimlico was 
ready to reveal its plans, and award contracts 
for at least the first portion of the work, came 
the Government ban. 

Under the law, some $400,000 of Pimlico’s 
three-quarter million dollar building fund (set 
aside by the Commission) must be spent or con¬ 
tracted for before the end of the year, or revert 
to the State Treasury. That law was written, of 
course, with a view to preventing a track from 
delaying improvements too long. 

Just what will happen to this money now that 
a Federal ban on building is in effect remains to 
be seen. Pimlico plans to submit its plans to the 
Racing Commission, along with announcement 
that it is willing to commit itself for some of the 
work on an "if” basis—that is the contract to 
begin when the builders again have materials 
available. 

Whether this will be satisfactory in meeting 
the requirements of the law, is something the 
attorney general will have to decide. He may 
even think it necessary to submit the matter to 
the Legislature, with a view of amending or re¬ 
pealing the old law because of the wartime emer¬ 
gency, over which Pimlico had no control and 
for which it hardly should be punished. 

Bowie’s rather slow beginning of the fall sea¬ 
son, which had caused considerable apprehen¬ 
sion among operators of the tracks and horse¬ 
men, too, was all but forgotten as Laurel’s meet¬ 
ing showed an increase over the figures of last 
fall and the opening days of the Pimlico meet¬ 
ing indicated that business would not take any 
"nose dive.” 

The Racing Commission was called in to help 
Bowie and the H.B.P.A. iron out their differences 
over purse distribution for the second Bowie 
session which follows Pimlico. Bowie had asked 


that purses be reduced in view of poor business 
during the first meeting. Horsemen had asked 
for the same purse schedule. The Commission 
ruled with the horsemen and for the first three 
days a test will be made. If the mutuel average 
is $725,000, the scale will be maintained—if not 
another conference will be held. 

Nobody wants squabbles between the tracks 
and the horsemen but there is one thing wrong 
with the setup at Bowie. Some seasons back, the 
H.B.P.A. agreed with Bowie officials that purses 
for any meeting should be based on a certain per¬ 
centage of the mutuel play from the previous 
meeting. It was a lovely arrangement as long as 
the play held up. But once the play dropped and 
Bowie wanted to reduce purses accordingly, the 
H.B.P.A. no longer liked the arrangement. 

On the artistic side of the sport, Laurel’s four 
stake events brought some exciting contests, this 
being particularly true of the rich Selima, for 
juvenile fillies. At the end of that mile and a 
sixteenth battle, Duval A. Headley’s Aunt Jinny 
prevailed in a three-horse photo finish over Belair 
Stud’s Vulcania and Foxcatcher Farms’ Rose 
Fern. All three were expected to renew their 
rivalry in the Marguerite Stakes at Pimlico at 
the same distance. 

Louis J. Shaw’s one-eyed Abstract caused a 
mild surprise by winning the Washington Handi¬ 
cap and thus earning an invitation to the Pim¬ 
lico Special while in the Maryland Futurity it 
was Mrs. S. M. Pistorio’s Tuscany who outlasted 
C. E. Tuttle’s Tenure to score. In the Chevy 
Chase Steeplechase Handicap, only jumping

The Maryland Horse 
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stake offered in the State this year, Rigan Mc¬ 
Kinney s Hot set his own pace the entire two 
miles to register in handy fashion. 

Two of Pimlico’s regular fall steeplechase fix¬ 
tures were to be renewed at Middleburg, Va., 
where the Battleship and the Manly were part 
of the National Hunts program. Pimlico aban¬ 
doned steeplechasing for the fall season in the 
interests of economy. 

Pimlico’s autumn session got under way with 
the running of the Special for the fourteenth 
time and Greentree Stable’s One Hitter went 
about his business to turn back three rivals over 
the mile and three-sixteenths route. Ted Atkin¬ 
son, who had booted the same outfit’s Capot to 
victory over Coaltown a year ago, was in the sad¬ 
dle and scoring his second straight. It was Green- 
tree’s third triumph in the Special, for One 
Hitter’s sire, Shut Out, had won the 1943 re¬ 
newal of the feature. 

Marylanders rejoiced over the result of the 
Pimlico Cup, when Double Brandy, bred by C. 
E. Tuttle and Janon Fisher, Jr. and owned by 
the former, galloped home with plenty of day¬ 
light showing between himself and his three 
rivals. The Cup, at two miles and a half, is the 
longest stake race on the American calendar of 
turf events. 


Prospect Hill Sold 

Mrs. Robert H. Heighe, one of Maryland’s 
foremost breeders of Thoroughbreds and owner 
of one of the State’s leading racing stables, has 
announced the sale of her Prospect Hill Stud, 
near Bel Air. 

Mr. and Mrs. Bliss Flaccus, the new owners, 
have plans for extensive breeding activity at the 
Harford county estate. 

Maryland’s leading lady of the turf will con¬ 
tinue to campaign her popular green-and-white 
silks, nevertheless, and Prospect Hill Farm will 
continue as a Thoroughbred nursery. 

Mrs. Heighe has stated that due to recent ill¬ 
ness the pressure of operating a large breeding 
farm was too arduous for her. It was with re¬ 
luctance that Mrs. Heighe gave up the nursery, 
which she built into one of the outstanding show 
places of Harford county. 

The 50-odd horses now stabled at Prospect 
Hill will be sent to various farms throughout 
Maryland and the sires, Zayin and Tamil, will 
continue to hold court in this State. A small 
band of select broodmares may be shipped to 
Kentucky. 

Mrs. Heighe entered racing in 1929 when she 
imported the French stallion # Durbar II and 
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several broodmares from Europe and settled them 
at Prospect Hill Farm as the foundation of her 
stable. * Durbar II, winner of the English Derby 
in 1914, died soon after arriving in Maryland, 
but his stall in the breeding barn was filled by 
such prominent sires as *Aethelstan, Theatrical 
and Zayin. 

The well-equipped 200-acre farm produced 
many of Maryland’s leading Thoroughbreds of 
recent years, including such winners as Rehearsal, 
Zay, Zoic, Proverb, Brown Twig, Pony Ballet and 
Adroit. The last-named mare won the $20,000 
Black Helen Handicap at Hialeah Park in 1946. 

This year’s crop of yearlings from the Heighe 
nursery are now being broken and trained at 
Danny Shea’s Merryland Farm, near Hyde. Pres¬ 
ent plans call for them to be shipped to winter 
racing in Florida by Trainer Joe Mergler. 

Mrs. Heighe is now faced with the problem of 
moving her Thoroughbreds from Prospect Hill 
in order that the new owners can take possession 
as soon as possible. While she plans to retain 
most of the horses, a few have been put up for 
sale. The platers Happy Pappy, Maxie and Paki¬ 
stan were sold to the Jane Trail Stable. 

Mr. and Mrs. Flaccus, new owners of Pros¬ 
pect Hill stud, are from Phoenix, Ariz., and plan 
to start breeding Thoroughbreds with five young 
broodmares, who are soon to be shipped from the 
West along with the Bradley-bred sire, Boxthorn. 
They expect to gradually increase the number of 
broodmares and possibly add one or two stallions. 

While Boxthorn, a son of Blue Larkspur and 
Doreid, is 18 years old, he will be a strong addi¬ 
tion to the State’s breeding ranks. Standing in 
California in recent seasons, he was the sire of 
65 winners of more than $100,000 last year and 
will be among the West Coast’s leading sires 
again this season. 

The Flaccus silks have appeared in Maryland 
only in Point-to-Point races. Their ’chaser, Big 
Mike has raced several times in the Maryland 
timber races and won the Grand National 
Point-to-Point in 1949. 

Mr. and Mrs. Flaccus have two young chil¬ 
dren, a boy and a girl. 

Prospect Hill’s history goes back to pre-Revo- 
lutionary times. According to Mr. Frank Hays 
Jacobs, Bel Air attorney who represented Mrs. 
Heighe, the property (at that time considerably 
bigger in area) was bought by his great-great- 
grandparents, Mr. and Mrs. Archer Hays, from 
Charles Carroll about 1760. The present 20-room 
stone mansion house was built by them in 1808. 
The farm was in possession of the Hays and 
Jacobs families until 1931 when it was bought by 
Mrs. Heighe. 
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Merryland Farm Yearling Trials 

Ordinarily, it takes a half a century or a fifty 
grand stakes event to build a "tradition,” but 
Danny Shea has done it in four seasons with a 
bull roast and a hoss fair. 

The yearling trials that the transplanted 
Yankee Irisher inaugurated in 1947, have, in the 
space of a few years, become one of the most 
delightful interludes of Maryland racing. A visit 
to the snug valley that is Merryland Farm is al¬ 
ways a pleasant experience; when the visitor is 
treated to a parade of tender-aged Thorough¬ 
breds and a banquet of aged, tender Angus beef, 
both nicely seasoned, it becomes a memorable 
occasion for people and steeplechase riders, and 
a dream of paradise for Turf scribes. 

To say that the 1950 renewal of this Baltimore 
County classic was "typical” would not be fair 
to the host. There is no sameness about these 
things. Each has been different from—and a lit¬ 
tle better than—the one previous. 

A feature of this year’s show was the guest 
house—a comfortable cottage on the Shea acres, 
hard by the barbecue pits and free whisky. In 
the living room a log fire and a blonde from 
Utica glowed warmly and dissipated the No¬ 
vember chill. The little house provided a wel¬ 
come retreat from the biting air, though the 
delicately feminine motif of the inner sanctum 
might have made some of the masculine patrons 
feel slightly self-conscious. 

Presiding over the affair, as is not unusual in 
such cases, was the field secretary of the Mary¬ 
land Horse Breeders’ Association, Humphrey S. 
Finney, who must be getting soft, as he employed 
an electric amplifier to cast his lyric prose upon 
the winds. In former years, his unaugmented and 
euphonious bellow had been adequate. 

Before the trials began most of the guests 
toured the immaculate barns, visited the four 
stallions, Peace Chance, Cassis, Little Beans and 
Turbine—the latter a Merryland product. 

The broodmare barn was pronounced an ex¬ 
ample of perfection; each matron’s stall is 
labeled with her name, breeding and the date 
her expected foal is due. 

As is the rule, all the Shea stock was in excel¬ 
lent condition. 

The yearlings were perfectly mannered and 
went through their exercises like experienced 
runners. 

Eddie Blind, the distinguished starter, viewed 
them approvingly. "Horses broken like these,” 
he said, "don’t give you much trouble at the gate. 
And they don’t burn themselves up before a 
race.” 

It was difficult to realize that these well- 
schooled little Thoroughbreds were mere babes, 
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so smoothly did they perform. 

There were twelve trials and during the inter¬ 
missions between observers tore themselves away 
from the rail and drifted toward the groaning 
board, being careful not to trample small chil¬ 
dren as they drifted. 

The Shea Yearling Trials have indeed become 
a Maryland fall annual—an autumn bright spot— 
a charming get-together of nice people. A casual 
and friendly atmosphere has been created that 
makes everyone present feel himself a privileged 
guest. The graciousness and generosity of the 
host and hostess are rivalled only by the manners 
of their young horses.

Loser Weeper Top Maryland- 
Bred of Year 

A. G. Vanderbilt’s Loser Weeper was selected 
by the Maryland Racing Writers’ Association as 
the Maryland-bred horse who "has done the most 
during the 1950 racing season to enhance the 
prestige of the Maryland horse breeding indus¬ 
try.” A piece of plate was presented to the horse’s 
breeder at the annual dinner of the organization 
at the Belvedere Hotel. Ralph Kercheval, man¬ 
ager of Sagamore Farm, accepted the trophy for 
Vanderbilt, who is on the West Coast. 

The balloting to decide the winner of the 
award was between six horses, Loser Weeper, 
Double Brandy, Pilaster, Tuscany, Family and 
Tenure. The Sagamore five-year-old was the 
unanimous winner on the final vote. Loser 
Weeper, under the guidance of trainer Bill Win¬ 
frey, won five stakes in 18 starts this year and 
earned a total of $130,850. He is currently ninth 
among the leading money-winning horses. 

The son of Discovery and Outdone may in¬ 
crease this figure before the end of the season, 
as he is now in California for the Hollywood 
Park meeting. The annual award was inaugurated 
last year when the steeplechaser, Elkridge, was 
honored and the plate was presented to his breed¬ 
er, Joseph F. Flanagan. Elkridge’s win last fall 
eliminated the jumper from the 1950 voting. 
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Changes at College Park 

The appointment of Dr. Gordon M. Cairns 
to be Dean of Agriculture in the University of 
Maryland, and, in that capacity, virtually to head 
up all agricultural work in the state, recently 
announced, is but one of several changes in the 
argicultural organization in the University of 
Maryland creating virtually a new top alignment 
of executive positions in that field. Dr. Cairns 
becomes the successor to Dr. Thomas B. Symons 
who retired from the same position in Septem¬ 
ber. Besides Dr. Cairns, other appointments and 
changes are: 

Dr. James M. Gwin, now in charge of Poultry 
Extension in the Department of Poultry Hus¬ 
bandry in the University of Maryland will be¬ 
come Director of the Agricultural Extension 
Service. 

Dr. William B. Kemp, present Director of the 
Agricultural Experiment Station, will take on, 
in addition to his present work, the position of 
Director of Instruction for the College of Agri¬ 
culture, a position that in ordinary circumstances 
would carry with it the title of Dean. 

Dr. Irvin C. Haut, now Head of the Depart¬ 


ment of Horticulture, becomes Assistant Director 
of the Agricultural Experiment Station and will 
succeed to the directorship upon the retirement 
of Dr. Kemp on June 30, 1931. 

Dr. Ronald A. Bamford, who has been Asso¬ 
ciate Dean of the College of Agriculture and 
Head of the Department of Botany, becomes 
Dean of the Graduate School. He will also retain 
his professorship as Head of the Department of 
Botany. 

Professor Paul E. Nystrom, who has been 
Associate Director of the Extension Service, will 
leave the College of Agriculture temporarily to 
become Assistant to the President for the current 
year. Upon retirement of Dr. Kemp on June 
30,1951, Professor Nystrom will take over duties 
as Director of Instruction in the College of 
Agriculture. 

All the appointees will begin their new duties 
immediately. Dr. Cairns is a graduate of Cornell 
University and has his Doctor’s degree from the 
same institution. He served for awhile in dairy 
extension work in the State of New York, but 
shortly after receiving his Doctor’s degree went 
to the University of Maine as Head of the De-

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partment of Dairying. He left Maine in 1945 
to come to the University of Maryland as Head 
of the Dairy Department. Dr. Cairns has been 
Chairman of the Production Section of the 
American Dairy Science Association and Chair¬ 
man of the Board of Awards of that association. 
He is also a member of the American Society 
of Animal Production, a member of Sigma Xi 
and Alpha Zeta, honorary scientific and agricul¬ 
tural fraternities. 

Dr. Cairns will do double duty for the re¬ 
mainder of the year and will, in addition to his 
duties as Dean of Agriculture, continue to serve 
as Head of the Dairy Department, which posi¬ 
tion he will give up at the end of the current 
year. Dr. Cairns is 39 years of age and is prob¬ 
ably one of the youngest men in the nation to 
be elevated in his State to a position of this im¬ 
portance in agriculture. 

Dr. Gwin received his Bachelor of Science 
degree from the University of Connecticut and 
his Doctors degree from Cornell University. He 
is recognized as one of the outstanding poultry 
extension men in America. He has had large 
experience in the commercial field as well as in 
education. From 1934 until 1937, he was in 
charge of the Egg and Poultry Procurement Pro¬ 
gram for poultry and dairy items. He later be¬ 
came Procurement officer for the First French 
Army and Seventh American Army. At the end 
of hostilities in the European Theater, he was ap¬ 
pointed Deputy Chief of Agriculture for the 
American Military Government in Germany. 
During the war, he received military decorations 
which included the Overseas Ribbon with three 
Combat stars, the Bronze Star, the French Croix 
de Guerre, and the Army Commendation Medal. 
He retired from active service in the Army in 
May, 1946, and returned in the same year to the 
University of Maryland. 

Dr. Ronald A. Bamford, new Dean of the 
Graduate School, was born in England. His en¬ 
tire education, however, has been in this country. 
He also is a graduate of the University of Con¬ 
necticut and received his Doctor’s degree from 
Columbia University in 1931. He came to the 
University of Maryland as Assistant Professor of 
Botany in 1931. 

Dr. William B. Kemp is a graduate of the 
University of Maryland of the Class of 1912. He 
received his Doctor’s degree at American Uni¬ 
versity in 1928, although a part of his graduate 
work was done at Johns Hopkins University and 
West Virginia University. Dr. Kemp first served 
at the University of Maryland as Head of the 
Department of Agronomy. He has been serving 
as Director of the Agricultural Experiment Sta¬ 
tion for several years. 
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Dr. Irvin C. Haut, who will become assistant 
to Dr. Kemp for the remainder of the current 
year and will accede to Dr. Kemp’s position upon 
the latter’s retirement next year, is a graduate of 
the University of Idaho. He took his Master of 
Science degree from the State College of Wash¬ 
ington and his Doctor’s degree from the Uni¬ 
versity of Maryland. Dr. Haut taught at the 
Oklahoma A. & M. College for three years, but 
returned to the University of Maryland as Asso¬ 
ciate Professor in 1936. In 1946 he was ap¬ 
pointed Head of the Department of Horticul¬ 
ture. 

Professor Paul E. Nystrom, who will become 
Assistant to the President for the current year, 
is a graduate of the University of California and 
received his Master of Science degree from the 
University of Maryland. He is currently finish¬ 
ing his thesis for the doctoral degree at Harvard 
University. One of Professor Nystrom’s outstand¬ 
ing jobs for the State was during World War 
II when he was State Supervisor of the Emer¬ 
gency Farm Labor Program. It is expected that 
at^he end of the current year, after he has fin¬ 
ished his doctoral work at Harvard, Professor 
Nystrom will return to the College of Agricul¬ 
ture as Director of Instruction in charge of all 
educational work in the College of Agriculture. 

The above men appointed, with Dr. Arthur 
L. Brueckner, present Director of the Livestock 
Sanitary Service, will serve as a high policy com¬ 
mittee on the direction of agricultural affairs in 
Maryland. This high policy board will be com¬ 
posed of men representing the dairy, animal and 
poultry fields, as well as the fruit, vegetable and

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field crops side of agriculture. Also in the group 
will be represented one of the best men in the 
country, Dr. Gwin, in the problems of manage¬ 
ment and marketing. This is the first time in the 
history of agriculture in Maryland when all the 
large agricultural groups have been represented 
in the high executive positions. 

It was stated that while the University loses 
the dynamic leadership of Dr. Symons, which 
could hardly be replaced, it will gain a good 
deal in bringing together a group of young men 
who have shown great ability in their particular 
fields, and who not only understand, but have 
proved their ability in the managerial side of 
agriculture. It is expected that the related think¬ 
ing and actions of this composite group will 
serve to a large measure to replace the loss of 
such a dynamic personality as Dr. Symons. 

Every member of the appointed group of top 
administrative personalities has already won for 
himself a large place in Maryland agriculture. 
Three of them have recently been offered posi¬ 
tions in either commercial work or in other uni¬ 
versities at salaries far in excess of the salaries 
they are now receiving at the University of 
Maryland, and greater than they will receive in 
their new positions. 

It is expected that, without in any way decreas¬ 
ing the services in extension, a great deal more 
attention in the future will be given, compara¬ 
tively speaking, to research and education. It is 
in the various fields of research that the future 
great advancements in agriculture are certain to 
be found. Processing, particularly quick freezing, 
packaging, storing, and marketing of foods, are 
in their infancy and will be given larger atten¬ 
tion. Also, more effort will be placed on research 
in animal diseases and their relation to human 
ills. 

•In short, the University is trying to foresee 
the needs of agricultural production, processing, 
and marketing, and is setting up an organization 
to meet the needs that a change from almost 
complete emphasis on production means to the 
agricultural industries and the people as a whole. 

Whirling Fox To Prospect Hill 

Mr. and Mrs. Bliss Flaccus, latest additions to 
the ranks of Maryland Thoroughbred breeders, 
who have purchased Mrs. Robert H. Heighe’s 
well-known Prospect Hill Stud near Bel Air, have 
announced the purchase of a young stallion from 
William Woodward, master of Belair Stud. 

Whirling Fox, stakes-winning 5-year-old, is 
to be added to the stock they will bring to Pros¬ 
pect Hill Farm from Arizona. A son of Whirl- 
away and Marguery, by Sir Gallahad III, Whirl¬ 
ing Fox was a horse of brilliant speed who fin- 
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Mr. and Mrs . Carl Asmis* Champion Arab 
stallion RAFMIRZ. 
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ished second in both the Hopeful and Futurity 
at 2, and later won the Long Branch Handicap 
and other races. His racing career was cut short 
by a broken bone in his foot. 

This will be the first son of the expatriated 
Whirlaway to stand in Maryland, where many of 
his famous sire’s greatest racing feats were 
achieved. His dam, being a sister to Gallant Fox 
and Fighting Fox, as well as a half-sister to the 
fine Maryland stallion Petee Wrack, is bred well 
enough to suit a king’s taste. 

Trainer Sunny Jim Fitzsimmons, who was high 
on Whirling Fox from the time he began train¬ 
ing him as a yearling, told Mr. Woodward he 
thought the horse would make an excellent sire. 
However, the sportsman sold the stallion to 
Maryland’s newest breeders because he has so 
many other sires and mares offering practically 
the same bloodlines.

DiPaula’s Rocky 
Pet, Mary Stuart Gadd’s Monkton, and Roxhill 
Stable’s Faugh A Ballagh, Lariat and First Today 
all coming in for their share of the ribbons.

Tred Avon Passes On 

Back along about 1931-32 Next Move and 
Bed o’ Roses’ counterpart was the Maryland 
bred and owned Tred Avon. She was a grey by 
*Sir Greysteel-*La Mu iron, by * Durbar II, 
foaled in 1928 at the Holly Beach Farm of Syl¬ 
vester L. Labrot, for whom she won 22 races 
and a total of $65,400. For the past ten years, 
Tred Avon, one of Maryland’s finest racemares, 
has been a pensioner at Danny Shea’s Merryland 
Farm, until her death on Sunday, October 8th. 
She has been buried on the farm where she 
was foaled, next to the grave of her sire, *Sir 
Graysteel. 

As a 2-year-old Tred Avon did not start, but 
in her 3-year-old form took down 8 of 23 starts. 
The King Edward Gold Cup, the Toronto Cup, 
Glen Ellyn Stakes, Arlington Matron, and the 
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Washington Handicap fell to her stride as a 
4-year-old. In all in 1932, she won 11 races out 
of 25 starts, plus a second to the great Equipoise 
in the Stars and Stripes Handicap, and a third 
to the "Chocolate Soldier” in the Havre de Grace 
Cup, with Gallant Sir separating them. Tred 
Avon’s greatest victory was in the Washington 
Handicap, at Laurel Park, when she won over the 
great turf stars, Equipoise and Mate. 1933 found 
her winning 3 of 17 starts, plus a second again 
to the great son of Pennant, in the Philadelphia 
Handicap, besting Osculator, and was then re¬ 
tired from competition, after her fourth season. 

Maryland Stock Farm 

Any harness horseman with a weakness for 
roans should pay a visit to R. B. Browne, Jr.’s 
Maryland Stock Farm at Phoenix. The young 
stallion in service there is the striking roan son 
of Volomite 3, 2:0354, Portlight 3, 2:0154 
(hmt), son of our leading 2:00 speed source, 
his sire now being credited with a mere twenty- 
three in the select circle. As a matter of fact, 
Volomite’s fastest 1950 performer is a roan, also, 
the four-year-old pacer. White Mountain Boy 
1:58 1/5. 

Portlight was cut out to be a fast trotter and 
in his very first start at two, the speedy-gaited 
youngster was second to Algiers and beat 2:10. 
Sickness laid him low that season and at three 
he was handicapped by illnes in a short cam¬ 
paign, though timed in 2:06 in a race. However, 
Portlight has a full sister that has more than 
made up to the family for his misfortunes. This 
is the widely-admired Martha Doyle 3, 2:03 3/5, 
now four, that has a total of $66,336.88 in her 
bank account. Martha Doyle was an ace two- 
year-old, winning the Acorn Stake and the 
Hanover Shoe Filly Stake, and last year wrapped 
up such coveted stakes as the Coaching Club 
Oaks and the over $15,000 Western Trot, in 
which she whipped Bangaway 3, 2:03 decisively, 
the leading three-year-old of the season. 

Portlight is also a half-sister to Flying 
Dutchess 2, 2:0754 that defeated Rodney 2, 
2:02, 1:57 2/5 in a $10,000 stake and won sev¬ 
eral other good stakes at two, only to die in a 
race at three. To go back to Martha Doyle, this 
roan miss equalled the then World Record of 
2:05 for three-year-old trotting fillies on half- 
mile track, this being the track mark for three- 
year-old trotters at Historic held jointly with 
Dean Hanover, Rodney and Star’s Pride, a pretty 
good trio of trotters anywhere. 

Portlight’s dam is Annette McElwyn 3, 
2:0554, by Mr. McElwyn, a maternal cross now 
especially in the limelight through the exploits 
of Miss Excellency 4, 1:59 3/5, the fastest trot- 
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ter of 1950, and the kingpin three-year-old trot¬ 
ter, Stars Pride 3, 2:02, winner of the Kentucky 
Futurity and credited now with about $85,000. 
His grandam, Calumet Anne 2:03 Vi y a roan like 
Annette McElwyn and Portlight, produced that 
crack four-year-old, Portland 4, 2:02 that won 
17 of 19 dashes on the Grand Circuit at four 
and was timed in 2:00% at Lexington. Calumet 
Anne died early, as did Annette McElwyn, but 
was represented by a speedy grandson at Lexing¬ 
ton this year in Appropo 3, 2:01. She was by 
Peter the Brewer 4, 2:02p2, whose daughters 
have produced the fastest two-year-old trotter 
and pacer, Titan Hanover 2, 2:00, 3, 1:58 and 
Knight Dream 2, 2:00 2/5, 3, 1:59. 

The Maryland Stock Farm is located in the 
midst of the section in Maryland that has taken 
to the harness horses in a big way the past few 
seasons with the advent of Rosecroft, Laurel and 
Baltimore Raceway. With any luck at all the 
Portlights should be out doing their share in the 
next few seasons, as the Browne Farm has an 
assortment of nice broodmares that promise to 
be productive. Portlight will again be in service 
in 1951 here and must be ranked as one of the 
chanciest young Volomites in the breeding ranks.

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The National: A Marylander's 
Viewpoint

Maryland horses and ponies have the reputa¬ 
tion of being able to hold their own in any com¬ 
pany, and competition at the recent National 
Horse Show at Madison Square Garden was no 
exception. By now the results of the classes are 
known to all who are interested, but there are 
several phases of the show which bear ampli¬ 
fication. 

The ponies made an unmerciful assault on the 
junior classes, just as they have in past years. 
Billy Boyces Smokey Joe, Martha Sterbak’s Sur¬ 
prise and Fritz Sterbak on Merry-O accounted 
for several fine trips, both individually and as a 
team. In the larger pony and junior divisions, the 
Maryland contingent was particularly strong. 
The Ewing-Naylor combine pooled its talents 
on Little Archy and Moonbeam to lay down sev¬ 
eral winning rounds. Sidney Gadd was bitterly 
disappointed, as only a child can be, when his 
Craven’s Raven came down with a cough which 
necessitated his withdrawal. But philosophically 
Sid is looking forward to getting even next year. 
When the championship points were tallied Miss 
Hein and Smokey Joe were just nosed out. 

Peggy Bagley’s Miss Hein really came into her 
own at the National, racking up a blue in the 
Pony Working Hunter Hack against 36 entries, 
as well as two seconds, a fourth and a fifth. Cer¬ 
tainly the person most elated over the whole Gar¬ 
den proceedings was M Poppa” Bagley. He had 
the satisfaction of seeing his 14.2 Thoroughbred, 
Miss Hein, win over the toughest competition 
that could be rallied against her. 

Miss Hein’s story doesn’t begin in the Garden. 
Mr. Bagley purchased her two and a half years 
ago out of a carload of mixed horses from Wyo¬ 
ming. When Miss Hein arrived in Baltimore she 
was a pitiful sight. The filly was the smallest 
animal in the lot and consequently was bulled 
and pushed around by the others. She was pa¬ 
thetically light in flesh, wormy, bug-ridden and 
afraid of her own shadow. For a long time there¬ 
after Mr. Bagley’s filly was the butt of many 
jokes, but her owner steadfastly refused to give 
up on her, maintaining that some day she would 
"show ’em all.” As the weeks grew into months 
it looked like the "experts” might have been 
right after all, but if the filly’s owner weakened 
it didn’t show. This Spring after hours of patient 
schooling the green filly blossomed and from 
there on in it was a case of "He who laughs 
last, laughs best.” 

Mr. Bagley received more than a few bright 
ribbons at the Garden—he got the deep sense of 
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Roxanne Wagner’s LARIAT , “Linky” Smith 
up, winner of the Open Jumper Stake at the 
National Horse Show .

After that date the fee is 
$50.00. All that is required is for the owner of 
any unnamed yearling to write The Registrar, 
The Jockey Club, 250 Park Ave., New York, 
giving the sire, dam, color and sex of the foal 
of 1949 for which a name is requested. It is wise 
to give at least three choices of names, in the 
order of preference.

Aunt Jinny—Uncle Miltie

Until the late afternoon of October 21, Aunt 
Jinny was a 2-year-old filly which had won a 
maiden race, an allowance race, and had had her 
ears pinned neatly back every time she went up 
against stakes fillies. A week later, if you won’t 
boggle over a matter of twenty minutes or so, 
she was very much in the running for the title of 
leader of the year in her division. 

At 3:53 on the first of these Saturdays, she 
left the gate with the field of the Demoiselle 
Stakes, and at approximately 5:15 on the fol¬ 
lowing Saturday she was first across the finish 
line in the Selima at Laurel, and her owner- 
breeder-trainer, Duval Headley, former Sagamore 
Farm manager, was trying to figure how much 
of the $67,870 she had earned in this space 
he could keep. Aunt Jinny’s total for the year 
was $75,370, so you can see how much these

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two Saturdays meant to her record. 

It’s seldom that you see form duplicated as 
exactly as in these two races, for the first three, 
Aunt Jinny, Belair’s Vulcania, and Foxcatcher’s 
Rose Fern, were one-two-three in each. The only 
other filly which ran in both races was Green- 
trees Toto, which finished fourth in the Demoi¬ 
selle and sixth in the Selima, but beaten just 
about as badly each time. 

Aunt Jinny won the Demoiselle by three 
lengths, then picked up six pounds and won the 
Selima by a head, which suggests that the usual 
estimate of a difference of two pounds making 
one length’s difference at approximately a mile is 
fairly accurate. 

The two victories made the difference between 
an ordinary year and a good one for the owner, 
but they did something more than this for the 
rider, Nick Wall. He was badly hurt in a spill 
several years ago, and temporarily left the saddle, 
though he didn’t intend it to be temporary. For a 
while he worked as a patrol judge, but last winter 
he went to riding again, and while he’d had 
winners here and there, and was getting enough 
mounts to make a living, he hadn’t had a stakes 
winner since 1941 until the Demoiselle. He 
followed up with a much more surprising victory 
in the Empire City Handicap on November 4, 
with All at Once, so that the three stakes vic¬ 
tories, on three successive Saturdays, came to 
$90,620, and if you will figure out ten per cent 
of that, you come up with a very pleasant figure. 
The Empire City victory was nothing new; Wall 
had won the race eleven years earlier, on Lovely 
Night. Even then he was no fledgling, and now 
he’s 42. 

Aunt Jinny, which is the party of the first 
part, is the first foal of her dam, Gaga, by *Bull 
Dog, a mare which Headley got as a wedding 
present from his uncle, Hal Price Headley. Some¬ 
thing must run in this family, for the uncle was 
once given, not a mare but a stallion service, 
for a Christmas present, and from this he got the 
good mare Salaminia, winner of the Alabama 
Stakes and the Ladies’ and Gallant Fox Handi¬ 
caps in her 3-year-old year. 

# * # # 

Another development which came from no¬ 
where, which in this case was Pennsylvania, is 
J. J. Colando’s Uncle Miltie. He wasn’t quite as 
startling a production, for before he came to the 
New York tracks he’d run a quite respectable 
second to Battlefield in the Sapling Stakes at 
Monmouth Park, though he was getting a matter 
of seven pounds. He ran through three straight 
in New York, beating Battle Morn, Big Stretch, 
and others in the Champagne Stakes, and carry¬ 
ing top weight of 126 pounds to the easiest 
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sort of victory in the Wakefield Handicap, which 
this year was run at a mile and a sixteenth. 
Hedley Woodhouse clucked to him midway 
around the last turn, and Uncle Miltie rapidly 
made it no contest, winning by five lengths. 

Mr. Colando, who bred the colt at Yardley, 
Pa., is a banker from Lodi, N. J. Probably you 
could borrow money from him, because he’s 
evidently a man who believes in taking a chance. 
Uncle Miltie is by Heather Broom, which was 
picked up from Greentree after what had been 
judged failure in the stud, from a Mokatam mare 
named Twink-Mo, and Colando thought so little 
of her that he got rid of her for $200 before 
Uncle Miltie could defend her. It isn’t a pedigree 
calculated to produce anything but a depository 
for excess oats and hay, and here it came up 
with a colt which Jack Campbell is going to 
have trouble keeping off the top of his Experi¬ 
mental Free Handicap. 

# # # # 

Virginia, which scored with Hill Prince in 
the Jockey Club Gold Cup, followed this up 
at Jamaica with a misspelled but rapid 2-year-old 
named Repetoire, which was the only * Happy 
Argo yearling sold in 1949, and cost $4,000. He 
broke to the front in the Remsen Handicap and 
couldn’t be caught, winning by a length and a 
half from Rough ’n Tumble, which was giving 
him eight pounds. The horses behind these were 
just fair—Pictus, Nullify, Mohammedan, and 
others that you’d like to have, maybe, but aren’t 
among the tops. I’d guess that Repetoire won’t 
bother copy desks and headline writers too much, 
either, but he made off with the $8,575. 

# # # * 

The Pimlico Special wasn’t up to its usual high 
standard this year, but it made a good race to 
watch, and the winner, Greentree’s One Hitter, 
is a plucky little rascal. He softened up *Noor 
for Hill Prince by beating him twice at Belmont, 
once for real money in the Manhattan Handicap. 
It was the first time a Pimlico Special winner 
has sent a son back to win it, for One Hitter’s 
sire, Shut Out, won the race in 1943. It was 
the second straight for the stable and for Ted 
Atkinson, who rode Capot in the race last year. 
Somebody remarked before the race that though 
there had been thirteen previous runnings, only 
four jockeys were alive who had ridden a win¬ 
ner, and this isn’t changed. This is partly because 
Eddie Arcaro had made something of a nuisance 
of himself in the race, winning it four times, 
but more because of the untimely deaths of 
George Woolf and Albert Snider. Doug Dodson, 
who had two winners, and Wendell Eads are the 
other living winners.

The Maryland State Fair and Agricultural 
Society, Incorporated, was officially organized 
just as we went to press, the set up being sub¬ 
stantially as reported in our last issue. Only 
major change was the regrettable one that Matt 

L. Daiger, slated to remain as President of the 
Fair which he has so ably headed for a great many 
years, has found that his health will not permit 
his retaining a position requiring as much re¬ 
sponsibility and attention to detail as does that 
of president. 

William F. Schluderberg, Chairman of the 
Save Timonium Committee, to whom Mr. 
Daiger addressed a letter expressing his senti¬ 
ments, read the communication which stated 
Mr. Daiger’s desire to remain as closely con¬ 
nected with the Fair as he felt able and promised 
the new group his strongest support. The board 
then passed a resolution regretting Mr. Daiger’s 
decision and expressing appreciation of his many 
years of effort in behalf of Timonium, and pro¬ 
ceeded to elect him President Emeritus for life. 

Mr. Schluderberg was elected President, with 
Granville Hibberd, long head of the Fair’s Dairy 
department, Vice-President; John Zink, Treas¬ 
urer and Humphrey S. Finney, Secretary. John 

M. Heil, for many years Mr. Daiger’s chief aide 
and assistant, who is now serving as Assistant 
Secretary of the Maryland Jockey Club, will come 
to Timonium to act as Assistant to the President. 
Mr. Schluderberg expressed his deep regrets at 
Mr. Daiger’s decision to retire and announced 
that the Fair’s policies would follow the lines 
that they have in the past and that all efforts 
would be made to make Timonium a first class 
Fair and Race Meeting.

Maryland Fall Sales 

The annual Maryland Fall Sales were held at 
Pimlico and Timonium on November 2 and 3. 
A total of 165 Thoroughbreds brought $90,275, 
average $547. Breeding stock, weanlings, and 
yearlings were sold at the Timonium fair grounds 
on November 2, and a sale of horses-in-training 
was held at Pimlico on the morning of Novem¬ 
ber 3. 

The breakdown: 63 broodmares and wean¬ 
lings for $26,350, average $418; 69 yearlings 
for $53,450, average 775; and 34 horses-in- 
training for $10,475, average $317. The year¬ 
lings: 29 colts for $28,525, average $984; 40 
fillies for $24,925, average $623. 

Demand was fair for anything of reasonable 
value. The top yearling brought $5,000. It was 
a bay filly by The Rhymer-Blue Brandy, by Blue 
Larkspur, bought by George Mohr, agent, from 


the Ira Knoll Farm consignment. Bobanet Stable 
paid $4,300 for a yearling bay colt by Occupy- 
Ponemah, by High Quest, from the C. F. Hock¬ 
ley consignment.
